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YN’s  Have  FUN 


I  get  to  work  with  the  youth  in  our  club  and  that  means  I  have  the  best  job  in  F.U.N.  Young  Numismatists  are  the  future 
of  our  hobby.  You  hear  people  say  that  at  every  show  and  in  every  meeting.  I  often  don’t  know  if  our  YN’s  know  it  and 
understand  what  it  means.  Every  hobby  needs  a  new  younger  generation  to  carry  on  the  traditions  of  the  old.  We  need 
you  to  make  sure  that  coin  collecting  as  a  hobby  and  vocation  are  alive  and  well  10,  20  30  years  from  now.  Many  of  the 
dealers  and  collectors  of  today  will  be  gone  by  then.  However,  you  and  the  coins  will  still  be  here.  So  here  is  the  ques¬ 
tion,  “What  coins  are  you  collecting  today  that  you  want  in  your  collection  30  years  from  now?” 

It’s  kind  of  hard  to  think  about  what  coins  you  may  want  30  years  from  now,  but  did  you  ever  stop  to  think  that  it  may  take 
you  30  years  to  collect  all  of  the  coins  you  want  before  your  set  is  complete?  So  here  is  a  suggestion  for  the  YN  of  today. 
Pick  a  coin,  type  of  coin  or  any  specific  element  or  subject  of  coin  that  may  interest  you.  This  opens  up  a  lot  of  possibil¬ 
ities.  In  fact  your  choices  are  almost  endless. 

Here’s  a  few  examples.  I  like  to  collect  U.S.  commemorative  coins.  Each  one  is  different  and  each  one  has  a  story  that 
goes  along  with  the  design  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  My  son  David  likes  to  collect  silver  art  bars  and  any  type  of  coin 
related  to  soccer,  regardless  of  what  country  it  comes  from.  My  son  Michael  focuses  on  coins  from  Australia.  He  espe¬ 
cially  like  Kookaburra’s.  Perhaps  you  may  like  Morgan  dollars,  Kennedy  half  dollars,  Lincoln  one  cent  pieces,  or  any  type 
of  dimes,  nickels,  or  quarters.  Make  your  choice  and  stick  with  it. 

Don’t  be  in  a  hurry  to  get  every  coin  you  can  get  your  hands  on.  Take  your  time,  find  the  coin  that  you  like  and  the  coin 
that  fits  your  budget.  You  can  always  upgrade  the  quality  of  any  coin  in  your  collection  at  a  later  date.  Understand  that 
unless  you  become  independently  wealthy,  there  are  going  to  be  some  coins  that  you  can  not  purchase  for  your  set.  Do 
not  let  this  keep  you  from  collecting  what  you  like. 

Remember  to  read  and  learn  about  the  coins  you  want  to  collect  before  you  start  buying  any  coins.  In  this  hobby,  knowl¬ 
edge  is  the  key  to  success.  This  will  keep  you  from  wasting  your  money,  and  getting  the  best  coins  for  your  dollars.  So 
pick  a  subject,  learn  about  your  choices,  and  start  a  collection  that  can  last  a  lifetime.

If  you  have  not  yet  made  your  travel  and  hotel  arrangements  for  FUN  2015,  you  will  want  to  “hop  to  it,” 
as  my  mother  says,  after  you  read  what  all  we  have  in  store  for  you.  Hang  on  and  enjoy  the  ride! 

1 .  If  you’re  looking  for  an  elusive  numismatic  item  for  your  collection,  check  out  the  incredible  auc¬ 
tion  lots  being  offered  by  Heritage.  Chances  are  good  you’ll  find  it  there,  and  you  can  visit  their  lot  view¬ 
ing  room  and  inspect  it  in  person  before  you  place  your  bid.  If  not,  you  can  also  search  the  600  tables 
at  the  FUN  show  in  hopes  of  locating  it  at  a  dealer’s  table.  I  bet  you  find  it  before  you  leave  the  show! 

2.  FUN  is  very  proud  to  have  a  special  collection  of  sunken  treasure  items  exhibited  at  this  show. 
The  state  museum  in  Tallahassee  is  bringing  down  some  mind-boggling  items  that  have  never  been  dis¬ 
played  before.  This  is  a  must-see  exhibit,  and  perhaps  a  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity.  Don’t  miss  it! 

3.  For  the  first  time  in  approximately  five  years,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  will  be  join¬ 
ing  us  in  2015.

4.  After  you  learn  about  printing  paper  money,  visit  the  booth  of  Eureka  Minting  and  see  how  coins 
were  struck  in  a  screw  press  long  ago.  They  will  have  special  FUN  collectibles  available  for  you,  also. 

5.  Do  you  prefer  to  make  your  own  collectible?  Then  you’ll  want  to  go  meet  Ray  Dillard  and  fam¬ 
ily  who  will  let  you  roll  your  own  coin  into  an  elongated  with  a  custom  die  made  for  FUN  2015.  He’s  list¬ 
ed  in  the  convention  program  under  Dillard’s  Elongateds. 

6.  For  those  of  you  who  have  dreamed  of  finding  gold  and  striking  it  rich  since  you  were  a  child, 
go  to  the  booth  of  the  Piedmont  Gold  Panners  and  let  them  teach  you  how  to  swirl  the  water  in  your 
miner’s  pan  just  right  so  you  can  hopefully  see  a  sparkle  of  gold.  You  get  to  keep  what  you  find,  and  I 
hope  all  of  your  childhood  dreams  come  true! 

7.  FUN  is  pleased  to  once  again  have  Dennis  Boggs  as  Abraham  Lincoln  join  us.  If  you  haven’t 
had  a  conversation  with  Honest  Abe,  you’ve  missed  out  on  a  real  treat.  Not  only  does  Dennis  look  like 
our  16th  President,  he  knows  the  history  as  if  he  lived  it  himself. 

8.  If  you  need  a  little  break  from  the  hustle  and  bustle  on  the  bourse  floor,  I  recommend  visiting 
Room  W224A  where  our  educational  programs  will  be  held  all  day  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday.  There 
are  17  different  topics  to  choose  from.  See  the  listing  of  titles  and  speakers  in  this  issue  of  FUN  Topics 
magazine  on  page  40. 

9.  Have  you  thought  about  joining  a  specialty  club  for  your  favorite  segment  of  collecting?  There 
are  clubs  for  collectors  of  various  varieties  of  coins,  paper  money,  tokens  and  medals.  Many  of  these 
clubs  hold  meetings  during  the  FUN  convention.  Check  the  listing  in  the  convention  program  and  drop 
by  and  visit  them,  and  hopefully  sign  up  as  a  new  member.  Their  members  are  eager  to  share  their 
knowledge  and  expertise  with  you. 

10.  Another  wonderful  educational  opportunity  is  the  Exhibit  Area  on  the  bourse  floor.  Some  of 
your  fellow  collectors  have  spent  many  hours  and  gone  to  great  expense  building  an  exhibit  so  they  can 
share  their  collecting  interest  with  you.  If  you  spend  a  little  time  in  this  area  reading  the  information  and 
inspecting  the  collectibles,  your  numismatic  knowledge  bank  will  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds.

11.  There  are  some  activities  for  children,  also.  There  is  a  designated  Coins  and  Kids  booth  on 
the  bourse  floor  that  is  open  during  all  public  hours.  We  also  have  a  special  young  numismatist  program 
on  Saturday  morning.  If  your  children  are  Boy  or  Girl  Scouts,  they  can  earn  their  merit  badge  in  our 
Saturday  afternoon  program. 

12.  If  you  want  to  get  a  head  start  on  your  convention  fun  and  education,  FUN  and  the  ANA  have 
a  very  special  opportunity  for  you.  The  ANA  will  be  in  Orlando  in  the  Rosen  Plaza  Hotel  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  January  6  and  7,  conducting  two  special  2-day  seminars.  One  is  all  about  coin  grading,  and 
the  other  is  counterfeit  detection.  These  seminars  will  be  taught  by  instructors  hand-selected  by  the  ANA, 
and  are  the  most  qualified  in  the  country.  See  the  applications  on  pages  21  and  22  in  this  issue  of  FUN 
Topics. 

All  of  these  events  will  be  going  on  during  the  60th  Annual  FUN  Convention  and  everything  is  free  of 
charge  except  the  auction  lots  you  win  from  the  Heritage  auctions  and  the  ANA  2-day  seminars.

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My  Trip  to  Summer  Seminar  2014

When  Carson  City  Was  Common

Hot  trends  among  coin  collectors  come  and  go,  with  certain  series  or  commemorative  coins  taking 
the  spotlight  for  a  period  of  time.  Right  now,  the  gold  Kennedy  half  dollars  will  probably  have  some 
sort  of  primacy  of  place,  at  least  through  2014  and  2015.  But  other  coins  seem  to  be  long-term  col¬ 
lector  favorites.  The  silver  of  the  short-lived  Carson  City  Mint  might  fall  into  this  category.  It  always 
appears  to  cost  more  than  the  coins  of  other  Mints,  and  it  always  seems  to  be  popular.  Curiously 
though,  there  are  some  ‘CC’  coins  that  are  actually  rather  common.  Let’s  take  a  quick  look  at  a  few. 

Seated  Liberty  Dimes,  1875,  1876,  and  1877 

Although  the  Carson  City  Mint  was  in  business  as  early  as  1870,  as  far  as  producing  Seated  Liberty 
dimes  was  concerned,  it  was  only  in  the  game  from  1873  to  1878.  Keep  in  mind  that  the  Mint  was 
situated  in  the  midst  of  America’s  gold  and  silver  country,  but  that  even  then,  producing  dimes  and 
other  small  silver  coinage  was  probably  never  its  major  mission.  Thus,  the  high  cost  today  of  the 
1 873  and  1 874  dimes  is  an  indicator  of  just  how  tiny  the  output  was  for  those  first  couple  of  years.  It 
was  1875  that  saw  a  leap  in  production,  to  over  4.6  million  coins.  That  doesn’t  make  the  1875-CC 
Seated  Liberty  dime  a  junk  box  coin  today,  but  it  does  bring  the  price  down  to  reasonable  levels,  such 
as  $100  in  a  grade  like  EF-40. 

The  years  1 876  and  1 877  saw  even  higher  mintages  of  the  ‘CC’  dimes  than  1 875,  and  today’s  prices 
reflect  that.  In  fact,  1877  was  the  only  year  that  there  were  more  dimes  made  in  Carson  City  than  in 
either  of  the  other  two  Mints.  Only  the  1877-CC  dime  is  more  common  than  the  Philadelphia  dime 
of  the  same  year. 

By  1878,  the  dimes  of  Carson  City  again  become  expensive,  since  the  output  again  took  a  nose  dive. 
But  still,  there  are  three  ‘CC’  dimes  that  a  person  can  collect  inexpensively. 

The  Twenty-Cent  Pieces 

While  there  are  1875  and  1876  twenty-cent  pieces  that  were  made  in  Carson  City, 
neither  is  all  that  common.  The  133,290  made  in  1875  makes  this  by  far  the  most 
common  ‘CC’  coin  here,  but  the  1875-S  has  an  output  that  dwarfs  it.  Collectors 
who  want  a  single  type  of  this  coin  invariably  go  for  that  ’75-S. 

Carson  City  Quarters 

The  first  quarters  to  come  out  of  the  territorial  Mint  bearing  the  ‘CC’  mark  were  dated  1870.  But  the 
mintage  was  tiny  -  and  that  means  the  price  today  is  astronomical,  if  you  can  even  find  one.  Much 
like  the  dimes,  it  took  a  few  years  for  things  to  get  up  some  steam  when  it  came  to  these  quarters. 
There  are  again  three  years  that  might  qualify  as  affordable,  but  now  they  are  the  1876,  the  1877, 
and  the  1878.  The  first  two  of  these  three  years  saw  mintages  of  more  than  4  million  each,  and  the 
final  one  came  in  just  below  1  million.  Once  again,  they  are  not  the  type  of  coins  you’ll  often  find  in 
some  dealer’s  bargain  bin,  but  for  $150  -  $250  a  person  can  land  each  one  in  EF-40  grade.  All  three 
of  them  drop  below  $100  if  you  choose  a  coin  at  or  near  the  F-12  grade. 

Half  Dollars  with  the  CC’ 

As  with  the  dimes  and  quarters,  it  took  a  few  years  of  production  for  the  Carson  City  Mint  to  hit  its 
stride  in  terms  of  half  dollars.  They  were  produced  as  early  as  1870,  but  once  again  in  only  small 
amounts.  It  was  1875  that  saw  the  first  of  three  consecutive  years  in  which  mintages  climbed  over 
the  seven-figure  mark.  The  year  1875  had  just  over  1  million,  1876  saw  1.95  million,  and  1877 
pegged  1 .4  million.  Since  these  are  examples  of  pretty  hefty  silver,  each  costs  about  $300  in  EF- 
40,  and  considerably  more  when  you  reach  up  to  the  mint  state  grades.  But  $100  -  $150  will  still 
take  a  person  a  long  way,  if  they  search  about  among  the  better  looking,  circulated  halves.

‘CC’  Silver  Dollars 

Numerous  sources  claim  that  the  Carson  City  branch  Mint  was  made  to  deal  with  the  silver  and  gold 
coming  out  of  the  western  territories  of  a  growing  United  States,  and  that  when  it  came  to  producing 
coins,  bigger  was  better.  It  should  be  no  surprise  then  that  both  Trade  dollars  and  Morgan  dollars 
came  roaring  out  of  the  Mint,  at  least  for  a  few  years. 

Honestly,  there  really  is  no  such  thing  as  a  cheap  United  States  trade  dollar,  unless  you  care  to  add 
one  to  your  collection  in  a  heavily  circulated  grade,  which  also  has  numerous  chop  marks  on  it  (the 
marks  used  by  Chinese  merchants  and  banking  houses  to  verify  that  a  coin  was  good  silver).  But 
as  far  as  Trade  dollars  that  might  be  affordable,  the  1874-CC  and  1875-CC  each  had  mintage  totals 
over  1  million  coins.  It  takes  at  least  $600  to  break  into  the  upper,  circulated  grades,  but  you  do  get 
a  lot  of  coin  for  your  money.  There  are  ‘CC’  marked  coins  in  this  series  with  other  dates,  but  all  are 
much  more  expensive. 


The  Morgan  dollar  series 

For  any  collector  with  the  patience  and  the  time,  there  are  plenty  of  ‘CC’  Morgan  silver  dollars  to  be 
had.  They  were  minted  from  1878  to  1893,  with  a  couple  of  missing  years  in  there,  and  some  years 
the  mintages  were  low,  while  others  saw  totals  in  the  millions.  The  1878-CC  is  the  first  in  the  Morgan 
series,  and  also  the  first  that  might  be  considered  affordable.  It  costs  less  than  $150  for  the  EF-40 
coin,  and  about  $400  for  an  MS-60  piece.  The  1880-CC  is  somewhat  more  expensive  in  each  grade, 
but  not  painfully  so.  The  1882-CC,  as  well  as  the  1883-CC  and  1884-CC  are  probably  the  cheapest 
Morgan  dollars  with  this  mint  mark.  Each  year  saw  more  than  1  million  produced,  and  with  some  of 
them  sitting  in  vaults  for  decades,  it’s  not  impossible  to  find  mint  state  specimens  today. 

Even  though  there  were  ‘CC’  marks  on  Morgan  dollars  all  the  way  to  1893,  beyond  the  1884,  only 
the  1890-CC  and  1891-CC  might  be  considered  affordable.  These  two  years  saw  high  mintages, 
with  the  1890-CC  coming  in  at  a  high  for  the  group  of  2.3  million.  But  even  with  this  going  for  it,  that 
particular  Morgan  will  run  several  hundred  dollars  in  the  mint  state  grades. 

CC’  Gold? 

Yes,  there  was  plenty  of  gold  coinage  produced  at  the  Carson  City  Mint.  Yes, 
some  of  it  was  produced  in  rather  large  quantities.  No,  none  of  it  is  inexpensive. 

Not  ever.  Not  at  all.  Gold  coins  with  that  Carson  City  mint  mark  range  in  price  from 
the  low  thousands  of  dollars  up  to  prices  equal  to  a  good  house.  For  now,  we’ll  stick  with 
the  ‘CC’  silver. 

All  things  considered,  there  will  perhaps  always  be  Carson  City  silver  coins  that  are  expensive.  The 
mintages  for  some  years  were  just  too  low  for  them  to  be  called  common.  But  look  at  what  we’ve 
just  found.  There  are  several  years  in  which  dimes,  quarters,  half  dollars,  and  even  silver  dollars  from 
Carson  City  can  be  added  to  a  collection  for  rather  reasonable  prices.  That’s  not  too  bad  at  all.

They  figured  if  I  was  going  to  be  there 
they  might  as  well  put  me  to  work.  Back  then  we  had  to  type  the  ID  cards  on  an  old  electric  typewriter.  (Do  you  remember 
what  those  are?)  What  a  job!  Well,  I  am  still  working  the  Early  Bird  window.  I  have  been  registering  some  of  the  very  same 
people  ever  since  that  first  year.  In  any  given  January,  I  register  at  least  100  -150  Early  Birds.  I  also  work  the  Summer  FUN 
Show  although  not  quite  as  busy.  If  you  don’t  know,  Early  Bird  status  gets  you  in  with  the  dealers  all  but  two  hours  after 
the  doors  open  on  Wednesday  afternoon.  I  understand  you  can  get  some  really  good  deals  by  getting  an  Early  Bird  Badge 
but  I  wouldn't  know  because  I  am  at  the  registration  table  getting  you  all  set  up  so  you  can  go  in  early.  Working  with  FUN 
is  no  different  than  my  everyday  job  as  it  is  very  important  to  be  accurate  and  work  in  a  timely  fashion. 

Although  I  hate  to  admit  it,  I  don’t  know  a  lot  about  coins,  I  love  working  with  the  FUN  staff  and  the  dealers  who  attend 
the  shows  The  FUN  staff  is  a  great  group  of  people  that  put  on  a  great  show  twice  a  year.  And,  besides,  who  wouldn't 
//ant  to  get  away  from  the  Kansas  winter  and  come  to  sunny  Florida?  See  you  in  January  at  the  best  and  biggest  coin 
show,  the  FUN  Coin  Show  in  Orlando  FL. 
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ATTENTION!!! 

Many  FUN  Show  delegates  are  being  contacted  by  telemarketing  hotel  scammers  via  phone 
and  email  stating  they  work  with  Coin  Shows  and  eluding  to  an  official  association  with  our 
event.  They  are  not  our  official  hotel  provider.  Our  official  housing  provider  will  never  call  you 
to  book  your  hotel  rooms.  TO  GUARANTEE  you  are  working  with  our  official  hotel  provider, 
use  the  hotel  link  on  the  FUN  Show  website  or  the  hotel  housing  fax  form  located  on  page  57 
of  this  edition  of  FUNTopics.  A  group  calling  and  scamming  convention  delegates  are  calling 
themselves  EHM,  or  Exhibitors  Housing  Management  or  Global  Housing  or  Convention 
Housing  Planners.  A  quick  Google  search  of  these  telemarketers  shows  many  complaints 
posted  online  against  them,  including  Better  Business  Bureau  complaints.  They  are  charging: 
*  Up  front,  non-refundable  deposits  *  $20.00  surcharges  per  person  *  Up  charges,  per  person 
-  we  received  an  invoice  today  showing  someone  was  charge  5  times  an  additional  $75.00  per 
person  for  4  rooms.  *  The  phone  number  they  provide  on  their  confirmation  is  a  phone  num¬ 
ber  with  no  answer  and  no  option  to  leave  a  message.  *  We  have  seen  their  credit  card  author¬ 
ization  form  states  they  are  authorized  to  charge  the  credit  card  "multiple  times".  None  of  the 
above  is  a  hotel  industry  standard.  This  is  a  national  problem  among  tradeshows  and  conven¬ 
tions.  Be  safe,  use  your  show's  website  -  in  this  case,  http://www.funtopics.com  to  find  a  link 
and  phone  number  for  your  reservations  needs.  *  Our  official  hotel  service,  DF  Meetings  & 
Events,  will  not  charge  your  credit  card  in  advance  and  does  not  add  surcharges  or  up 
charges.  This  is  the  only  organization  FUN  management  has  authorized  to  represent  us  for 
hotel  bookings.  Guard  your  identity  and  make  certain  your  reservation  is  authentic. 


The  Excitement  of  a  Find 

By  Wayne  A.  Munscher 

All  coin  collectors,  at  some  time,  fantasize  about  finding  a  one-of-a-kind  coin.  It  is  human  nature. 

Of  all  ancient  fields  available  to  collect,  I  believe  the  Byzantine  series  offers  the  best  potential  for  finding  coins 
not  previously  known  by  experts  in  the  field  such  as  Sear  &  Clark  and  Wolfgang  Hahn. 

My  reasoning  is,  Byzantine  coins  are  not  collected  by  many.  Most  dealers  have  an  expanded  knowledge  of 
Greek,  Roman,  Celtic  and  Islamac  coins  but  have  only  a  few  Byzantine  coins  for  which  they  know  very  little 
about. 

My  first  find  happened  by  mistake.  I  purchased  a  coin  that  was  not  the  Sear  number  referenced.  I  returned 
the  coin.  Realizing  I  was  accepting  dealers’  assignment  of  Sear  numbers  without  confirming  led  me  to  inspect 
all  of  my  coins  to  reconfirm  Sear  number  assigned.  I  found  five  coins  that  did  not  meet  either  Sear  or  Clark 
reference  description.  Case  #1,  Sear  #101,  should  show  on  the  reverse  of  the  coin  a  star  to  the  left  of  the 
“M”,  and  a  crescent  to  the  right.  My  coin  has  a  crescent  to  the  left  of  the  “M”,  and  a  star  to  the  right.  I  sent  a 
letter  and  photos  of  the  coin  to  Wolfgang  Hahn.  He  sent  a  return  letter  stating  my  coin  was  not  known.  A  new 
variety  of  Sear  #101  ? 

Case  #2,  Sear  #125,  the  coin  reverse  should  be  a  star  to  the  left  of  the  “M”,  and  a  cross  to  the  right.  Instead, 
my  coin  has  a  star  to  the  left  and  right  of  the  “M”,  a  reverse  close  to  the  reverse  of  Sear  #62  and  #160.  I  did 
confirm  the  variety  of  Sear  #125  was  not  known  by  two  U.S.  dealers  well  versed  in  Byzantine  coins. 

Three  other  coins  were  not  as  described  in  Sear  or  Clark’s  reference  books.  One  has  an  unknown  officina, 
and  the  other  two  had  a  cross  to  the  left  of  the  “M”,  and  a  star  to  the  right.  Instead  of  a  star  to  the  left  and 
right  of  the  “M”. 

Many  dealers  who  handle  Byzantine  coins  sell  bulk  lots  of  unidentified  coins.  The  excitement  of  finding  a  coin 
not  referenced  in  Sear,  Clark,  or  other  published  books  is  part  of  the  joy  of  collecting. 

I  invite  all  ancient  collectors  to  consider  the  Byzantine  series  as  an  addition  to  what  they  are  now  collecting. 
Why  allow  one  thousand  years,  known  as  the  Dark  Ages,  to  slip  by?

NOW  IS  THE  TIME  TO  START  PLANNING  YOUR  END  OF  YEAR  TAX  STRATEGIES 

Is  A  Precious  Metals  IRA  A  Good  Choice  For  You? 


As  we  are  approaching  the  time  of  year  when  investors  should  start  considering  any  actions  they  may  wish  to  take  as 
part  of  their  overall  financial  planning,  this  seems  a  good  time  to  informally  recap  how  you  can  take  advantage  of  the 
Precious  Metals  IRA  option. 

A  little  background:  In  1981,  Congress  arbitrarily  changed  the  rules  and  decided  “collectibles”  were  unacceptable  for 
inclusion  in  IRAs  and  other  self-directed  retirement  plans.  The  definition  of  collectibles  coins  and  precious  metals,  fine 
art,  gems,  stamps,  antiques,  rugs,  wine,  and  other  items.  ICTA  did  not  exist  at  the  time  (the  organization  was  formed  in 
1983),  and  the  coin  and  precious  metals  industry  had  no  real  voice  in  Washington  to  either  prevent  this  action  or  even 
educate  the  U.S.  Congress. 

In  1986  the  American  Eagle  gold  and  silver  coin  programs  began,  and  the  legislation  that  created  the  Eagles  included 
language  stating  that,  for  the  purposes  of  Section  408(m)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  (the  section  that  deals  with  self- 
directed  IRA  plans),  the  term  “collectible”  did  not  include  gold,  silver,  or  (later)  platinum  Eagle  coins.  Therefore,  American 
Eagles  are  allowed  in  self-directed  IRAs,  with  no  differentiation  between  proof  and  uncirculated. 

ICTA  was  successful  in  having  Congress  approve  legislation  that  expanded  IRA-acceptable  precious  metals  to  include 
many  more  bullion  gold,  silver,  platinum,  and  palladium  products  as  part  of  the  Taxpayer  Relief  Act  of  1997.  These  other 
eligible  precious-metals  items  are  defined  only  by  fineness;  many  “mainstream”  (most  popular  and  frequently  traded)  pre¬ 
cious-metals  bullion  coin  and  bar  products  are  acceptable  if  they  meet  the  fineness  requirement  and  any  criteria  speci¬ 
fied  by  the  company  handling  your  IRA  (these  criteria  can  vary  by  company).  The  IRA  trustees  who  handle  such  precious 
metals  retirement  accounts  can  provide  you  with  a  list  of  those  items  they  will  or  will  not  accept  for  IRA  purposes. 

HOW  TO  INCLUDE  PRECIOUS  METALS  IN  YOUR  IRA 


The  following  includes  some  of  the  basic  elements  of  these  accounts.  You’ll  find  some  of  the  information  highly  depend¬ 
ent  on  the  policies  and  procedures  of  the  company  handling  your  IRA;  now  is  the  time  to  compare  companies  for  the  one 
that  best  fits  your  needs.  (Please  note  that  ICTA  provides  this  information  with  the  intent  to  assist  you,  but  ICTA’s  staff 
cannot  provide  legal  advice  on  the  subject.  For  more  specific  information,  we  strongly  recommend  that  you  consult  with 
your  own  legal  counsel  or  professional  tax  advisor.) 

1 .  The  first  step  to  including  precious  metals  in  your  IRA  is  to  set  up  your  account  with  an  “IRA  trustee”— a  company  that 
handles  IRA  accounts  for  precious  metals.  If  you  don’t  do  that  properly,  you  can  lose  the  tax  benefits  associated  with  an 
IRA  You  must  have  the  account  set  up  and  funded  (with  rollover  and/or  “new”  IRA  money)  BEFORE  you  purchase  any 
metals.  It  is  important  to  note  that  you  may  not  personally  take  physical  delivery  of  precious  metals  products  held  in  your 
IRA1  The  IRA  trustee  should  arrange  for  the  safekeeping  of  the  metals  to  your  satisfaction.  We  recommend  you  contact 
your  favorite  coin  dealer  for  assistance  in  choosing  a  trustee  for  your  precious  metals  IRA  account.  You  should  know  in 
advance  what  specific  procedures  you  will  need  to  follow  and  what  fees  may  apply  for  establishing  the  account.

2.  While  there  are  the  usual  benefits  to  including  any  acceptable  asset  in  a  qualified  IRA  (or  other  self-directed 
retirement  program),  there  are  certain  costs  associated  with  such  IRAs.  There  may  be  a  flat  annual  fee  (some¬ 
times  called  an  administration  fee)  as  well  as  the  annual  storage  charges.  Fee  structures  vary  by  company  and 
might  include  a  per-transaction  fee.  You  should  evaluate  all  applicable  charges  to  determine  which  company 
may  best  serve  your  needs. 

3.  Ask  whether  the  IRA  company  or  your  dealer  has  any  minimum  dollar  amount  for  an  IRA  trade.  You  will  want 
to  research  in  advance  to  see  if  your  favorite  dealer  is  willing  to  conduct  bullion  IRA  transactions  and  whether 
there  is  any  service  charge  for  this  type  of  trade.  You  have  to  follow  the  IRS’s  rules  on  acquiring  precious  met¬ 
als  coins  or  bars  as  well  as  when  you  liquidate  all  or  part  of  your  holdings. 

Unlike  a  normal  cash  bullion  purchase,  in  which  you  pay  for  and  receive  your  merchandise  immediately,  IRA 
transactions  must  be  handled  according  to  IRS  regulations  and  the  IRA  trustee  s  procedures.  Sometimes  there 
is  a  delay  in  payment  for  the  dealer,  since  the  trustee  will  want  to  ensure  the  merchandise  has  been  received  by 
the  custodial  facility  before  releasing  the  investor’s  funds  for  payment.  Since  the  dealer’s  money  may  be  tied  up 
for  some  period  of  time  until  the  funds  are  released,  the  dealer  may  levy  a  nominal  IRA  transaction  fee  to  help 
offset  this  extra  cost.  Be  sure  to  ask. 


Sometimes  IRA  companies  may  release  payment  for  the  metals  BEFORE  the  dealer  ships  to  the  designated  safe¬ 
keeping  facility.  It  is  likely  they  reserve  this  pre-funding  accommodation  to  dealers  with  which  the  IRA  company 
has  an  existing  relationship.  But  normally  payment  is  authorized  only  when  receipt  of  the  metals  has  been 
logged  at  the  storage  facility. 

4.  In  addition  to  setting  up  an  IRA  account  with  “new”  IRA  money,  investors  may  roll  existing  monies  over  from 
other  IRA  accounts.  Usually  the  procedure  is  to  issue  an  order  to  liquidate  certain  other  assets  held  in  an  exist¬ 
ing  IRA.  If  you  are  using  rollover  money,  you  need  to  make  sure  you  understand  exactly  what  you  need  to  do.  It 
should  be  very  simple— you  will  authorize  the  sale  of  the  original  IRA  asset  and  direct  that  the  proceeds  of  that 
sale  to  be  sent  to  the  company  handling  your  precious  metals  IRA  account.  Be  sure  you  understand  the  proce¬ 
dures  for  setting  up  the  new  account  in  order  to  have  a  smooth  transition. 

Once  your  IRA  account  is  funded,  you  will  be  able  to  purchase  the  precious  metals  you  want  to  include  in  your 
precious  metal  IRA  account. 

Dealers  interested  in  conducting  precious  metals  IRA  transactions  should  contact  at  least  one  or  two  IRA  com¬ 
panies  for  more  information  on  policies  and  procedures.  There  is  a  lot  of  interest  in  these  IRAs  right  now,  and 
you  want  to  be  sure  you  can  accommodate  your  customers’  business  quickly  and  easily.  Likely  your  customers 
will  have  many  questions,  and  it’s  just  smart  business  to  be  ready  to  assist  your  clients. 

For  investors  who  want  to  own  precious  metals  but  do  not  have  adequate  funds  outside  of  an  IRA  or  other  self- 
directed  retirement  plan,  IRAs  provide  an  excellent  way  to  fulfill  your  personal  investing  strategy.  Whether  you're 
a  dealer  or  an  investor,  doing  your  homework  on  the  details  of  IRAs  now  helps  ensure  your  transactions  are  easy 
and  hassle-free.

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Souvenirs  of  America  s  Bicentennial  Celebration: 
The  Official  1975-1976  American  Freedom  Train  Medal

The  American  Freedom  Train  was  described  as  a  "highly  sophisticated  museum-on-wheels;  a  daz¬ 
zling  multi-media  sound  and  light  show;  a  superb  display  of  priceless  documents,  artifacts,  and  mem¬ 
orabilia  gathered  from  the  National  Archives  and  from  leading  museums  and  historical  societies." 
The  exhibits  ranged  from  the  Revolutionary  era  through  the  settling  of  the  West  and  the  exploration 
of  space.  It  included  artifacts  from  our  technology,  trade  and  science  to  American  culture,  sports, 
music,  theater  and  the  arts.  Then  President  Gerald  R.  Ford,  described  it  as  a  “rolling  museum  of 
American  artifacts,  using  the  railroad  tracks  that  criss-cross  our  country  and  which,  in  their  own  way, 
are  so  much  a  part  of  our  heritage,  brought  the  story  of  America  to  the  people  in  all  parts  of  the  land.” 
When  the  American  Freedom  Train  ended  its  two  year  journey  in  Miami,  Florida  on  December  31, 
1976,  it  had  visited  all  48  continental  states  and  138  cities.  (In  addition  to  Miami,  it  also  visited 
Jacksonville,  Tallahassee,  Gainesville,  Orlando,  Sarasota,  St.  Petersburg,  Lakeland  and  West  Palm 
Beach).  This  article  will  examine  the  official  medal  produced  to  commemorate  the  1975-1976  nation¬ 
al  tour  of  the  American  Freedom  Train.  The  American  Freedom  Train  Medal  by  Medallic  Arts. 

The  American  Freedom  Train 

The  American  Freedom  Train  toured  the  United  States  in  1975-1976  for  the 
United  States  Bicentennial  of  Independence.  This  touring  history  museum 
included  a  vast  array  of  material  relating  to  this  country’s  history.  Examples  of 
some  of  the  material  included  Benjamin  Franklin's  draft  of  the  Articles  of 
Confederation,  George  Washington's  copy  of  the  Constitution,  the  original 
Louisiana  Purchase,  Judy  Garland's  dress  from  the  Wizard  of  OZ,  Joe 
Frazier's  boxing  trunks,  the  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King's  pulpit  and  robes,  and  even 
a  moon  rock  from  one  of  the  Apollo  missions.  The  train  had  an  eclectic  collec¬ 
tion  of  more  than  500  other  documents,  artifacts,  films,  memorabilia  and  even 
numismatic  material,  all  relating  to  the  American  experience. 

The  train  itself  was  twenty-five  cars  iong  and  pulled  by  a  magnificent  old-time  steam  engine.  The 
American  Freedom  Train  had  twelve  display  cars,  ten  that  visitors  would  go  abroad  and  pass  through 
and  two  to  hold  large  objects  that  would  be  viewed  from  the  ground  through  huge  "showcase"  win¬ 
dows.  One  of  these  cars  held  a  replica  of  the  famed  "Liberty  Bell,"  another  contained  a  lunar  rover. 

The  American  Freedom  Train  was  sponsored  by  the  non-profit  American  Freedom  Train  Foundation, 
and  was  recognized  as  an  Official  Bicentennial  Project  by  the  American  Revolution  Bicentennial 
Administration.  Admission  was  $2.00  for  adults  and  $1 .00  for  individuals  less  than  1 8  years  old  or  65 
and  older.  Visitors  to  the  American  Freedom  Train  would  walk  through  the  various  cars,  viewing  the 
various  exhibits  before  exiting. 

The  American  Freedom  Train  visited  more  than  80  cities,  and  toured  48  states.  There  were  a  num¬ 
ber  of  souvenir  postcards,  books,  shirts,  model  trains  and  assorted  souvenirs  produced.  One  of  the 
most  durable  and  attractive  souvenirs,  was  an  official  medal  struck  for  the  occasion,  the  official 
American  Freedom  Train  medal. 

The  Official  American  Freedom  Train  Medal 

This  very  handsome  official  medal  struck  by  the  Medallic  Arts  Company,  at  the  time  located  in 
Danbury,  Connecticut.  The  medal  was  designed  by  noted  American  Sculptor  Marcel  Jovine '

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Souvenirs  of  America’s  Bicentennial  Celebration: 
The  Official  1 975-1 976  American  Freedom  Train  Medal

The  centerpiece  of  the  design  of  the  obverse  of  the  medal  depicts  a  full  length 
depiction  of  a  Revolutionary  War  soldier  and  Astronaut  perfectly  centered  in  the 
middle  of  the  design.  Both  figures  hold  onto  a  common  flagpole.  The  minuteman 
is  superimposed  on  the  original  13-Star  Flag,  which  waves  freely  as  if  in  a  strong 
breeze.  The  Astronaut  figure  is  superimposed  over  a  50-Star  Flag.  The  50-Star 
Flag  jutes  stiffly  out  from  the  pole,  similar  to  the  various  American  Flags  planted  by 
Astronauts  from  Apollo  missions  11,  12,  14,  15,  16,  and  1 7  on  the  moon.  The  legend 
"BICENTENNIAL  JOURNEY"  wraps  around  the  upper  periphery  of  the  medal  design. 

The  designer,  Marcel  Jovine's,  monogram  appears  just  above  the  Astronaut's  left  (viewer's  right) 
foot.  According  to  the  artist,  neither  the  minuteman  nor  Astronaut  was  intended  to  represent  any  one 
specific  historical  person. 


A  ribbon  runs  across  the  bottom  portion  of  the  design,  with  "1776"  appearing  on  the  side  with  the  sol¬ 
dier,  and  "1976"  appearing  on  the  side  of  the  Astronaut.  The  figures  both  stand  on  a  platform  depict¬ 
ing  the  logo  of  the  American  Freedom  Train.  The  logo  consists  of  a  stylized  depiction  of  a  train 
engine,  with  three  stars  in  the  body  of  the  train,  and  three  lines,  reminiscent  of  elements  of  the 
American  Flag,  emanating  from  the  body  of  the  engine. 


The  reverse  depicts  a  three-quarter  view  of  the  steam  powered  locomotive  that  pulled  the 
American  Freedom  Train,  a  425  ton  Southern  Pacific  Daylight  class  engine.  The  depic¬ 
tion  of  the  locomotive  is  super-imposed  over  a  map  of  the  continental  United  States. 
The  inscription  "AMERICAN  FREEDOM  TRAIN"  appears  over  the  upper  periphery  of 
the  reverse  design.  Eight  stars  appear  on  the  periphery  under  the  train. 

The  medal  was  produced  for  sale  to  collectors  in  bronze,  proof  silver,  antique  silver, 
vermeil  (gold-plated  silver)  and  gold.  All  were  struck  in  "medal  alignment." 


For  most  collectors,  if  they  are  at  all  familiar  with  any  of  the  American  Freedom 
Train  medals,  it  is  the  39  mm  antique  bronze  version.  u- 


It  is  the  most  common  version,  and  was  only  sold  at  various  mobile  locations  where 
the  American  Freedom  Train  visited.  The  original  issue  price  was  $2.50.  It  was  sold 
in  a  plastic  bag  with  a  card-board  hanger.  I  remember  my  Dad  buying  one  for  my 
brother  and  myself  (we  both  still  have  them)  and  when  we  visited  the  souvenir  car  of 
the  American  Freedom  Train.  This  is  the  most  commonly  encountered  medal,  and  exam 
pies,  including  those  still  in  their  original  packaging,  appear  on  eBay  quite  frequently.

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In  addition  to  the  39  mm  bronze  example,  Medallic  Arts  produced  a  larger  63.5  mm  high  relief  bronze  medal 
with  an  antique  finish  that  originally  sold  for  $10.00.  This  medal  was  issued  in  a  plain  white  cardboard  box 
with  two  cotton  inserts.  The  only  inscription  was  on  the  inside  of  the  box  "Metallic  Art  Co."  with  "Danbury, 
Ct."  underneath  it.  The  larger  bronze  medal  has  edge-lettering  "MEDALLIC  ART  CO.  DANBURY  CONN." 
and  serial  number.  The  serial  number  was  also  printed  on  the  side  of  the  box.  Sales  and  mintage  was  lim¬ 
ited  to  mail  orders  received  by  July  4,  1976.  This  medal  is  the  secondly  most  encountered  of  the  American 
Freedom  Train  medals,  although  not  nearly  as  commonly  encountered  as  the  small  39  mm  version. 


The  63.5  mm  bronze  medal  was  also  utilized  as  an  "official  gift"  to  city  officials  who  worked  conspic¬ 
uously  hard  to  welcome  the  American  Freedom  Train  to  their  communities.  An  un-numbered  medal 
was  given  along  with  a  special  5"  x  4"  wood  base.  A  plaque  with  the  inscription  "IN  APPRECIATION 
OF  YOUR  SUPPORT"  on  one  line,  "AMERICAN  FREEDOM  TRAIN  1975/1976,"  below  it  was  the 
inscription  on  the  simple  wooden  base.

In  addition  to  the  two  bronze  medals,  there  were  three  silver  versions  produced 
for  sale  as  well.  The  smallest  was  a  39  mm  silver  .999  version  with  frosted  proof 
devices.  It  weighs  26.2  grams  and  is  struck  in  lower  relief  (also  called  coin  relief). 

This  attractive  medal  was  issued  encapsulated  in  a  small  frosted  Lucite  holder 
(2  inch  X  2  inch)  and  contained  in  a  larger  (3  inch  by  4  inch)  white  cardboard  dis¬ 
play  case,  with  color  inscriptions.  The  display  case  has  the  inscriptions 
"American  Freedom  Train"  with  a  Red,  White  and  Blue  American  Freedom  Train 
logo.  Another  inscription  "A  Moving  Monument  to  American  History."  The  reverse 
of  the  box  has  a  circular  cut-out  for  the  medal.  The  inscription  "American 
Freedom  Train"  is  on  the  top  of  the  box,  with  the  inscription  "A  Moving  Monument 
to  American  History,"  along  the  bottom.  Like  the  smaller  1.5  inch  diameter 
antique  bronze  version,  this  proof  silver  medal  was  only  offered  at  the  various 
train  sites.  The  proof  silver  medal  was  originally  issued  at  $25.00. 

There  were  two  larger  silver  medals  issued  as  well.  Both  were  only  available  for  mail  orders.  One 
was  a  63.5  mm  version  in  .999  pure  silver  produced  with  an  antique  finish.  The  original  issue  price 
was  $80.00,  with  a  limited  mintage  of  5,000.  Another  silver  medal  of  the  same  dimensions  was  issued 
in  Vermeil  (24  Kt.  gold  on  .999  pure  silver),  originally  issued  at  $100.00  with  a  limited  mintage  of 
1,000. 

These  prices  may  not  seem  too  high  today,  but  bear  in  mind  that  during  the  1975-1976  time  period, 
silver  ranged  from  a  high  of  $5.25  an  ounce,  to  a  low  of  $3.83  an  ounce. 

Like  the  bronze  medals,  the  silver  medals  have  a  smooth  edge.  The  proof  medal  has  the  silver  fine¬ 
ness,  .999  fine  silver,  and  the  name  of  the  mint  engraved  on  the  edge. 

The  larger  63.5  mm  antique  silver  version  was  issued  in  a  blue  crushed  velvet  box.  It  has  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  "MEDALLIC  ART  CO.  DANBURY  CT.  .999  FINE  SILVER"  inscribed  on  the  edge,  along  with  a 
serial  number.  A  pamphlet  accompanied  the  medal. 

A  vermeil  medal,  also  63.5  mm,  was  issued  in  a  similar  blue  velvet  box.  It  has  the  inscription  "MACO  24kt. 
G/P  ON  .999  Silver"  engraved  on  the  edge  of  the  medal.  It  weighs  5.8  ounces  and  contains  5.28  troy 
ounces  of  .999  silver.  The  small  silver  proof  medal  is  encountered  infrequently  on  auction  sites  such  as 
eBay.  The  larger  antique  silver  and  vermeil  medals  are  very  seldom  encountered,  and  it  is  very  likely  that 
these  heavy  silver  medals  were  melted  during  the  various  silver  booms  over  the  years. 

Lastly,  Medallic  Arts  sold  an  18  kt.  gold  version  of  the  medal.  It  measured  32  mm.  The  advertising 
brochures  that  were  used  to  market  this  piece  described  the  surfaces  of  the  medal  as  "High  Luster 
Finish,"  It  was  issued  in  a  velvet  blue  gift  box  along  with  a  certificate  of  authenticity.  The  advertising 
materials  of  the  day  indicated  that  it  would  be  limited  to  a  mintage  of  500  and  was  only  available  by 
mail  order.  The  gold  medal  is  the  rarest  of  the  six  American  Freedom  Train  medals  produced.  When 
it  was  initially  offered  in  1975-6,  private  gold  ownership  had  just  become  legal.  The  limitation  on 
gold  ownership  having  been  repealed  after  President  Gerald  Ford  signed  a  bill  into  law  to  “permit 
United  States  citizens  to  purchase,  hold,  sell,  or  otherwise  deal  with  gold  in  the  United  States  or 
abroad”  with  an  Act  of  Congress  codified  in  Public  Law  93-373  which  went  into  effect  on  December 
31,  1974.  The  novelty  of  gold  ownership  at  the  time  was  expected  to  be  a  marketing  advantage  in 
itself.  The  gold  medal  was  originally  offered  at  $400.00.  During  the  time  that  this  medal  was  pro¬ 
duced,  gold  ranged  in  price  from  a  high  of  $185.25  (in  1975)  an  ounce  to  a  low  of  $103.50  (in  1976) 
an  ounce.

Reflecting  its  relative  scarcity,  the  gold  medal  is  not  encountered  too  often,  although  numismatic  firms  special¬ 
izing  in  medals  occasionally  will  offer  the  medal.  Probably  reflecting  a  thin  market  for  these  medals,  the  gold 
medal's  market  value  is  closely  related  to  the  price  of  gold.  In  2008,  for  example,  Heritage  Galleries  sold  one 
in  its  September  2008  Long  Beach  CA  Tokens  and  Medals  Signature  Auction  as  Lot  228763  for  207.00. 

The  large  silver  and  bronze  medals,  along  with  the  gold  medal,  were  only  offered  for  sale  directly 
from  Medallic  Arts.  Postage  and  handling  of  the  silver  and  gold  medals  were  a  $1.25,  whereas 
postage  and  handling  for  the  large  bronze  was  .75  cents.  The  small  antique  bronze  version  of  the 
medal  and  the  silver  proof  were  sold  at  the  American  Freedom  Train  souvenir  car. 

Collecting  an  entire  set  of  this  well-designed  medal  can  be  a  challenging  endeavor.  The  small  bronze 
medal  is  by  far  the  most  frequently  encountered  medal,  being  the  least  expensive  medal  produced 
and  most  widely  dispersed.  This  attractive  medal  was  available  at  the  train  site  as  a  visitor  souvenir. 
Indeed,  the  availability  of  these  historic  medals  directly  corresponds  to  their  original  issue  price,  with 
the  least  expensive  medals  being  the  most  readily  available.  It  is  very  likely  that  the  three  silver 
medals,  as  well  as  the  scarcer  gold  medal,  experienced  considerable  melting  during  the  bullion  price 
booms  of  the  late  70s-  early  80s,  and  again  during  the  more  recent  spikes  in  silver  and  gold  prices. 

I  still  have  and  cherish  my  bronze  medal  from  my  visit  to  the  American  Freedom  Train.  Subsequent 
pieces  for  my  collection  I  acquired  on  eBay  or  by  pursuing  dealer  stocks  of  assorted  medals. 

It  is  possible  that  several  "patterns"  in  different  medals  and  finishes  from  those  offered  to  the  general 

public  exist.  For  example,  I  have  in  my  collection  a  small  sized,  low  relief,  antique 
silver  medal  (39mm)  weighing  26.2  grams.  This  medal  was  no  edge  markings, 
and  identical  in  color  to  the  larger  antique  silver  version.  I  have  not  seen  any  mar¬ 
keting  information  that  would  indicate  that  this  medal  was  sold  to  the  public,  lead¬ 
ing  one  to  believe  that  this  particular  medal  is  a  pattern,  perhaps  produced  to  show 
individuals  with  the  American  Freedom  Train  some  production  options.  Medallic 
Arts,  like  other  private  mints,  has  produced  patterns  like  this  for  other  clients,  thus 
it  is  not  implausible  that  other  variants  of  the  official  medal  exist  in  other  medals  or 
finishes  as  well.  The  other  rationale  for  a  non-marketed  version  of  the  medal  is  for 
gifts  for  individuals  closely  associated  with  the  project;  unfortunately,  however, 
there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  paperwork  to  explain  the  existence  of  the  39  mm 
antique  silver  version  of  the  American  Freedom  Train  medal.  My  closing  observa¬ 
tion  is  that  in  my  years  of  working  to  assemble  a  complete  set  of  the  American  Freedom  Train  medal, 
I’ve  only  encountered  the  medal  now  currently  in  my  collection. 

Like  many  medals,  the  American  Freedom  Train  medal  doesn't  have  a  heavy  collector  following. 
Collectors  seeking  a  topical  collection  of  USA  Bicentennial,  space  program  or  trains  generally  seek 
the  medal  out  for  their  collections.  Similarly,  for  those  collectors  seeking  the  works  of  Marcel  Jovine, 
the  medal  is  an  important  acquisition  as  well.  And  of  course,  for  those  seeking  a  tangible  remem¬ 
brance  of  their  visit  to  the  American  Freedom  Train,  the  official  medal  of  the  American  Freedom  Train 
is  an  attractive,  and  beautiful  acquisition  in  itself.

The  ANA  was  in  Rosemont,  II.  ten  min¬ 
utes  from  O’Hare  Airport  at  the  Donald 
E.  Stephens  Convention  Center.  The 
weather  was  75  to  65  degrees  and 
warmed  up  to  80  on  Saturday.  The 
show  had  527  dealer  booths  along 
with  the  ANA  Showcase,  US  Mint, 
Kids  Zone,  including  16  tables  of  world 
mints,  Wizard  supply,  and  the  exhibit 
area.  All  the  grading  services  were 
there.  Both  Heritage  and  Stacks- 
Bowers  had  auctions,  with  some  over¬ 
lapping  of  sessions.  The  hall  had  17 
aisles  of  dealers  and  the  entrance  was 
in  the  far  left  front  of  the  hall.  FUN's 
table  was  in  the  last  aisle  along  with 
20  other  clubs. 

The  talk  of  the  show  was  the  release 
of  the  Mint’s  Gold  Kennedy  three 
quarter  ounce  half  dollar  selling  for 
$1240  each.  Tickets  to  get  the  coin 
were  limited  to  one  per  person  with 
proper  documentation.  500  tickets 
were  available  per  day,  Tuesday  thru 
Saturday  for  a  total  release  at  the  ANA 
of  2500  coins.  This  did  not  happen. 
Thursday  morning,  the  Mint 
announced  that  Thursday  was  the  last 
day  due  to  safety  reasons  for  both 
customers  and  Mint  employees  at  all 
locations  nationally.  A  couple  of 
ingenious  coin  dealers  hired  people  to 
stand  in  line  12  to  14  hours  to  get  the 
gold  coin.  One  dealer  bought  150 
coins,  the  other  100  coins.  The  line  to 
purchase  the  coin  went  out  the  front 
door,  down  to  the  end  of  the  block  and 
around  the  corner  down  a  side  street. 
The  police  put  up  barricades  so  that 
people  in  line  would  not  walk  into  on 
coming  traffic.  They  slept  out  there 
overnight  in  the  line.  I  saw  two  of  the 
coins  offered  on  the  bourse  floor  for 
$3200  and  $3400  each.  The  first  four 
coins  purchased  were  sold  to 
SilverTowne  who  then  sold  the  first 
Kennedy,  sold  through  dealer  Kevin 
Lipton  to  a  California  collector  for 
$100,000.  Most  of  these  coins  are 
going  to  TV  Marketers  for  say  $3500 
to  $4000  each  and  then  they  will  sell 
them  on  TV  for  $4500-$8000  to  non¬ 
numismatists. 

We  sat  down  and  talked  with  Q.  David 
Bowers,  Cliff  Mishler,  Dave  Harper  NN 
editor,  Fred  Schwan,  Ray  and  Fran 
Lockwood,  and  others.  We  spoke  with 
Coin  World  &  Panda  America 


about  possible  promotions  for  the 
January  FUN  show.  We  picked  up  an 
unusually  high  number  of  paid  bourse 
apps  for  the  January  show  and  more 
than  usual  FUN  memberships. 

I  arrived  on  Wednesday  and  Cindy 
and  Bob  got  there  on  Friday  and 
helped  PNG  and  ANA  set  up.  Cindy 
had  a  Women  in  Numastics  meeting 
and  judged  exhibits.  Bob  gave  a  pro¬ 
gram  on  the  “Treasures  of  the  1715 
Spanish  Fleet:.  I  lost  my  ribbons  that 
say,  “Life  Member,  Glen  Smedley 
award,  etc.”  I  went  to  registration  and 
Kim  Kiick  was  there.  I  told  her  the 


problem  and  she  said,  “Come  on  back 
here”  where  I  picked  out  the  ribbons  I 
needed.  Thursday  morning  wa  the 
Numismatic  News  Ambassador 
Awards  breakfast.  Six  new  ambassa¬ 
dors  were  inducted.  At  the  end  of  the 
meeting,  Cliff  Mishler  announced  that 
the  program  was  ending  after  40  years 
and  about  400  ambassadors.

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“What  coin  is  that?”  said  the  collec¬ 
tor  to  the  dealer  as  he  peered 
through  the  glass  in  the  dealer’s 
case. 

“Why  it’s  an  1888-0  Morgan  silver 
dollar,”  replied  the  dealer. 

“Can  I  see  it?”  said  the  collector. 

“How  much  do  you  want  for  it?”  the 
collector  asked. 

The  dealer  replied,  “Well,  it’s  a  nice 
mint  state  63.  How  about  $65?” 

Without  delay,  the  collector  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  peel  off  three  $20’s  and 
a  $5,  and  the  deal  was  consum¬ 
mated. 

Now,  the  dealer  was  happy 
because  he  paid  $50  for  the  coin 
last  week,  and  figured  he  made  a 
quick  $15,  or  about  a  30%  return 
on  his  investment. 

The  collector  was  a  knowledgeable 
VAM  specialist  and  was  totally 
ecstatic.  He  recognized  the  coin 
as  an  1888-0  doubled  die  VAM  4, 
commonly  known  as  the  “Hotlips.” 
An  MS  60  PL  sold  several  years 
ago  for  more  than  $25,000  in  auc¬ 
tion. 

Before  leaving,  the  VAM  specialist 
asked  the  dealer  if  he  knew  about 
varieties  on  coins.  The  dealer 
responded,  “Yes,  but  I  don’t  have 
the  time  to  look  up  varieties  nor  do 
I  care  about  varieties.” 

This  is  a  fictitious  story,  but  time 
and  again  I  hear  the  same  com¬ 
ments  from  dealers.  They  just 
don’t  have  the  time,  or  just  don’t 
care  about  coin  varieties. 
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Coin  Crazy?

I  have  to  assume  that  coin  or  paper 
money  dealers  get  into  the  busi¬ 
ness  to  make  money. 
Unfortunately,  there’s  an  awful  lot 
to  know  about  U.S.  coins,  foreign 
coins,  paper  money,  tokens, 
medals,  and  exonumia,  not  to 
mention  jewelry,  stamps  and  base¬ 
ball  cards  and  other  things  that 
walk  through  the  door. 


Several  decades  ago,  it  was  diffi¬ 
cult  to  get  information  in  a  timely 
manner.  Except  for  large  cents 
and  perhaps  Bust  halves,  books 
on  varieties  were  just  not  readily 
available. 

However,  today  books,  articles  and 
the  internet  provide  a  wealth  of 
information  at  nearly  everyone’s 
fingertips  on  varieties  of  almost 
every  type  of  numismatic  item 
along  with  values  of  almost  any¬ 
thing.  It’s  just  a  matter  of  buying 
the  books,  reading  them,  or  per¬ 
forming  online  searches.  Or,  one 
can  call  a  specialist  and  get  help. 

Every  coin  is  a  variety,  albeit  some 
more  normal  than  others.  Some 
are  common  varieties,  some  are 
rare,  but  in  general,  the  more  inter¬ 
esting  the  variety  feature,  the  more 
demand,  and  consequently  the 
higher  value  that  variety  will  elicit.

One  day,  the  “Locket  Copy”  of  a 
U.S.  24  cent  Inverted  Jenny  stamp 
found  its  way  to  me.  Although  I  am 
not  a  stamp  dealer,  do  you  think  it 
was  worth  my  doing  a  little 
research  to  find  out  the  value  of 
this  stamp  variety?  I  learned  that  it 
was  valued  in  the  stamp  industry 
nearly  as  much  as  an  1804  silver 
dollar  is  to  the  coin  industry. 

My  point  is  that  every  professional 
dealer  and  serious  collector  should 
take  the  time  to  learn  as  much  as 
he/she  can  about  their  hobby.  It 
really  pays!
